It was nice hearing from you last month. I am sorry that 
your numismatic stimulation in Florida is not at the same pace it was 
in New York. You can imagine how much stimulation I get locally.

Dick Picker once asked me whether Jacob Abrams was readily 
identifiable and I do not know. I think you should contact someone 
who works in the field of New York Jewish history and ask whether 
Jacob Abrams had any political position during the Revolution or 
what his profession was.
